By the foreclosure of a mortgage given to the permanent school . 
fund, the State now owns the south half of block one hundred and 
fifty-three, city of Lincoln. This property (known as the Gillespie 
lots) contains thereon a large brick house in a very bad condition. 
I would respectfully recommend that the necessary repairs be made ` 
to the house, the lots fenced, the grounds improved, and the prop- 
erty set apart for a Governor’s residence. 

The accompanying tables show the number of acres ine sale 
and lease on which the interest is delinquent for more than one 
year. As under the present law, as interpreted by the attorney 
general, these contracts can not be forfeited except by commencing 
a separate action on each contract, the cost of which in a majority 
of the cases would have to be paid by the State, it has been im- 
practicable for the Board to forfeit any contracts except where par- 
ties have voluntarily surrendered. Legislation that shall clearly 
define the mode of procedure to forfeit delinquent sales and leases 
in such a manner as will save the State unnecessary expense would 
be a great benefit and would materially increase the school land’ 
funds.

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INDEMNITY SCHOOL LANDS. 


Section 7 of the enabling act of the State of N ebraska provides 
that when sections 16 or 36 have been sold or otherwise disposed 


‘of by the United States the state would be entitled to select other 


lands equivalent thereto. Of the lands selected under the provi- 
sions of said aet there still remain over eight thousand acres un- 
confirmed, and in addition to this the state claims indemnity for 
the several sections 16 and 36 situated in the Otoe and Pawnee 
Indian reservations, and amounting in total to twenty-two thou- 
sand three hundred and seventy-two and fifty-nine-one-hundredths 
acres. i . 

A continuous effort has been made to have these claims decided 
so that the lands could be selected before the available government 
lands of the state are exhausted, but as yet no satisfactory result 
has been reached. l 


NECESSARY LEGISLATION. 


In my opinion, the act of 1879 (page 110, Laws of 187 9) allow- 
ing parties holding any of the educational lands of the state under 
lease to purchase the same, under certain conditions, should be so 
amended as to give the board having general management of these 


.lands some option in regard to issuing contracts, if they are not 


satisfied with the appraisement as returned by the appraisers pro- 
vided for in said act. 


TIMBER LAND. . 


I would respectfully recommend that some action be taken to 
better protect timber situated on the educational lands of the state. 
Under the present law the wood can not be disposed of except as 
the land is sold, and as there are many sections of timber land sit- 
uated along the banks of the Missouri River that are being washed 
away from year to year, I think it would be advisable to author- 
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? 


ize the selling of the timber to the highest bidder for cash. Many 
complaints have also been made from the interior of the state that 
parties have been unlawfally taking wood from these lands, but as 
yet we have never succeeded in procuring suffieient evidence to 
convict or even indict a single offender. It would be much better 
for the state to dispose of it at once, or enact laws that will. protect 
it, if such legislation ean be enforced, which past experience ren- 


ders doubtful, and certainly could not save that part of it on the 
river. |

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REFORM SCHOOL. 


The last session of the Legislature passed an act establishing 
and locating the Nebraska State Reform School for juvenile of- 
fenders. 

The location of said institution was fixed at or near Kearney, 
Buffalo county, Nebraska, provided the said city of Kearney do- 


nated to the State of Nebraska a tract of good arable land con- . 


taining not less than three hundred and twenty acres, upon 
which to locate the said institution, on or before the Ist day of 
July, 1879. In compliance with the provisions of said act, the 
city of Kearney did, before the day mentioned, deed to the State 


of Nebraska three hundred and twenty acres of good arable 


land, being the east one-half (e 3) of section thirty-three (33), 


town nine (9) north, of range sixteen (16) west of the 6th Prin- 


cipal Meridian, situated two miles west of said city and in good 
loeation for all of the requirements of the institution. 

As there was but ten thousand dollars appropriated for the 
eonstruetion of the necessary buildings, and to pay the expenses 
of running the institution, it was thought best to expend the 
total amount in preparing the building and grounds, and not to 
organize the school until such time as future legislation should 
provide means for the necessary expenses. 


On the 20th day of April, 1880, after due advertisement as 


provided in the above mentioned aet, a contract was awarded to 
John Doolittle for the construction of a two-story brick building, 
with stone basement, for the sum. of eight thousand nine hun- 
dred and fifty-five. dollars, as per plans and specifications fur- 
nished by A. R. Dufrene, Architect. 

Fhe contract has been completed, with the exception of the 
plastering, which, owing to the early and severe winter, has been 
postponed until such time as it can be done with safety. 

- Å table of expenditures is attached hereto. A balance of two 


thousand nine hundred and fifty-five dollars is yet due on con- 


tract, to be paid on completion of the building.

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Contracts have also been made for sinking a well, for placing 
gas-pipes throughout the building; and for constructing a sewer. 
After the payment of these contracts, a small balance of the ap- 
propriation will still remain unexpended.

CAPITOL WING. 


By an act of the legislature, approved Feb. 25, 1879, an ap- 
propriation of seventy-five thousand dollars was made for the 
erection of a wing to a capitol building, to be expended un- 
der the direction of a board composed of the board of public 
lands and buildings and the committees of the senate and house 
on public lands and buildings. i 

Under the provisions of said act the board met on the 4th day 
of June, 1879, and organized by electing F. M. Davis, Commis- 
sioner of Public Lands and Buildings, chairman, and 8. J. Alex- 
ander, Secretary of State, secretary, and at once proceeded to 
advertise for plans and specifications as provided in section 2 of 
said act. VA 

On the 26th day of August, 1879, the board met, in conjunc- 
tion with-a competent builder appointed by the governor, as 
provided.in section 3 of said act, and adopted the plans and spec- 
ifications submitted by W. H. Wilcox, architect, and proceeded 
to advertise for bids for the erection of a building in accordance 
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with the plans and specifications adopted, as provided in section 
5 of said act. 

On the 6th day of November, 1879, the contract for the erec- 
tion of said wing was awarded to W. H. B. Stout, he being the 
lowest and best bidder, for the sum of sixty-six thousand dollars. 
Said contract calls for the completion of said wing on or before 
December 1st, 1880. Immediately after the awarding of said 
contract the board, in compliance with section 7 of said act, ap- 
pointed Wm. Dorsey as superintendent of construction. 

Every effort has been made by the board and contractor to 
have the building completed at the time mentioned in the con- 
tract, but owing to the many unavoidable delays it will be im- 
possible to have the building ready for occupancy this winter. 
At the last meeting of the board a request was received in writing 
from W. H. B. Stout, contractor, asking for further time to com- 
plete his contract, which request, together with all of the trans- 
actions connected therewith, was respectfully referred to the next 
legislature for such action as they may deem to the best interests 
of the state, and a committee appointed consisting of Hons. J. 8. 


Gibson and S. G. Owen, of the house committee, and Hon. P.- 


W. Birkhauser, of the senate committee, to present the same 


with the recommendations and a full account of the proceedings 


of the board. 

There has been paid to sentence to this date the sum of 
thirty-seven thousand nine hundred and sixty-one dollars and 
eighty-six cents, leaving a balance due on contract of twenty- 
eight thousand and thirty-eight dollars and fourteen cents.

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OFFICE OF COMMISSIONER OF PUBLIC LANDS AND 
BUILDINGS. 


The following tables will show the expenditures of this depart- 
ment from Deeember ist, 1878, to Nov. 80th, 1880; also amounts 
appropriated and unexpended. The amount of seven hundred ` 
and fifty dollars appropriated for vault was not expended, as the 
building of a new wing will furnish ample vault room for present 
use. By an error in engrossing, the salary of deputy commis- 
sioner of public lands and buildings was engrossed at twelve 
hundred dollars per annum instead of fifteen hundred dollars, as 
agreed upon by the XVth session of the legislature. (See House 
Journal, pages 814, 815, 816, 818, and 824, and Senate Journal, 
735, 787, and 740.) The error was not discovered until after the 
adjournment of the legislature and could not then be corrected. 
It would be but an act of justice to correct this error and appro- 
priate the six hundred dollars justly due, as the deputy commis- 
sioner has faithfully discharged the duties of his office and has 
received just that amount less than the legislature intended to 
pay him. 


CLERICAL FORGE. 


The constant and rapid increase of business in this department 
demands an increase in the clerical force, in order; that the busi- 
ness may be promptly and correctly transacted. The number 
of acres of school land leased during the time included in this 
report has been two hundred and fifty-seven thousand five hun- 
dred and forty and thirty-two-one-hundredths acres, an increase 
of one hundred and fifty-six thousand six hundred and twenty- 
two and thirty-two-one-hundredths acres over the amount leased 
during the years 1877 and 1878, and the increase of receipts 
from rental of school land alone has been from sixty-one thou- 
sand one hundred and sixty-nine dollars and thirteen cents, dur- 

ing the years 1877 and 1878, to one hundred and twenty-seven 
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thousand one hundred and seventy-one dollars and nine cents, 
during the years 1879 and 1880, and should the general prosper- 
ity of the state continue will reach one hundred thousand dollars 
per year before the next biennial report. The increase of busi- 
ness connected with the several institutions of the state also 
increases the clerical. work of this office, and, in my opinion, the 
number of clerks asked for in the estimate furnished by this 
office will beggo more than will be required to enable my suc- 
cessor in office to transact, the business thereof to the satisfaction 
of himself and the state.
